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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that main point of independent 
claim is directed toward evaluating characters of the message to match against the linked list which Bamford does not teach. Examiner 
disagrees and points out that Bamford in column 1, lines 15-25 states that each specific font is uniquely defined by specific combination 
of code page and character set. Code page and character set are stored in a font library. Bamford goes to teach in column 2, lines 31-34 
the step of extracting map coded font structure from a mixed object document content architecture document. This is meant that 
document may contain mixed objects with different fonts and that font structure is extracted by evaluating the objects and matched 
against the code page and character set names. An object can be a character, a word or a phrase. The link list is considered to be the 
code page and character set associated with a font. 
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
